’ Mr. von Bolschwing, who emlgrated 
to the United Stat^ in 1954 and became • 
ä naturalized dtizen ln 1959, had con- 
tended that be was a double agent in 
World War, II, alding American Arroy 
intcUigehce units while holdlng sensi- 
tive high-r^uüdng posts in the Slchcr- 
heltsdiensVthe eilte SD foreign IntelU 
gence arm öf the SS, a quasi-mlUmr 
unlt of the Nazi Party . 

Because of Mr. von Bolschwlng's de- 
terioratlng health, the Justice Depart- 
ment agreed to allow hlm to remain in 
the United States after he surrendered 
’ l;is dtizensUp last December. 

. After beracnlng c United States dti- 
zen, he had a wide-ranging business ca- 
reer. He served as a hlgh-ranking offi- 
dal ln international marketing at the 
Warner-Lambert . Pharaaceutlcal 
Company, and served as an interna- 
tional bu^ess Consultant to TCl« an ad- 
vanced technology ooncem in the Sac- 
ramento and San Jose areas that went 
banloruptinldTl. 
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
